Prime Minister of Haiti, Laurent Lamothe, comes to learn...

Aruba is very proud to play a 
very small role in the redevel¬ 
opment, new growth and reno¬ 
vation of Haiti." He related his 
observances of the island dur¬ 
ing a visit to Haiti only three 
days after the earthquake, 
touched and dismayed by the 
devastation. Funds raised in co¬ 
operation with the Red Cross of 
Aruba were applied to some 
special projects in Haiti; specif¬ 
ically two schools being rebuilt, 
which recently re-opened their 
doors. While on Haiti for this 
event. Prime Minster Eman ex¬ 
tended an invitation to PM 
Lamothe to participated in the 
"Europe Meets Americas" con¬ 
ference being conducted on 
Aruba in May of this year. PM 
Eman described PM Lamothe 
and the Haitian President, 
Michel Martelly as "very ener¬ 
getic and dedicated to the peo¬ 
ple of Haiti." He reports great 
change and improvement since 
that visit in 2010. 

During his present visit, PM 
Lamothe has already met twice 
with the Haitian expatriate 
community residing here. He 
also complimented islanders on 
their display of sincere hospital¬ 
ity. "We wished to show the 
people of Aruba our respect and 
gratitude for what the people of 
Aruba have done for Haiti after 
a tragedy of major proportions," 
he told Aruban media. "The 
good news is, as our friend. 


Aruba, was with us during the 
hard times, so it will be with us 
during this time of the rebuild¬ 
ing period that comes after¬ 
wards." 

"The country is doing even 
better than it had been, even be¬ 
fore the earthquake. We have 
put 1.2 million children into 
school, and are paying their tu¬ 
ition. We are paving 735 km of 
roads, and have rebuilt the in¬ 
ternational airport. We are 
building 4 more airports. 
Throughout the country we are 
developing independent tou¬ 
rism zones. We built 250 mil¬ 
lion dollar industrial park which 
is creating 1500 jobs and has 
the potential of20,000 jobs, and 
we built 4 new hospitals." 

"We are with the Prime Min¬ 
ister of Aruba and his team to 
learn the best practices of de¬ 
velopment models; here is a 
success story. When we look at 
what was done here, there is no 
question that the Prime Minis¬ 
ter is doing an incredible job at 
bringing development to Aruba 
or continuing the develop¬ 
ment... We have discussed a 
number of cooperation points." 

"Haiti is in the midst of great 
change right now," continued 
PM Lamothe. "We feel that it is 
important to have partnerships 
with many countries. We have 
partnerships with large coun¬ 
tries, such as the U.S., Canada 
France and Venezuela, but we

CEDE Aruba organized the 
event on Aruba, with funding 
provided by the Oranje 
Fonds. This was established 
in 2002 as a National Wed¬ 
ding gift to HRH Prince of 
Orange and HRH Princess 
Maxima, the foundation's pa¬ 
trons. In 2002, it merged with 
the Juliana Fonds, which had 
existed since 1948. It is Hol¬ 
land's largest social support 
fund, distributing annually 
approximately 26 millions 
Euros to worthy projects. 

"Aruba already enjoys a 
well-populated volunteer 
community," remarked Mr. 
Tecklenborg. "However, as 
they get older, and a younger 
generation ascends, we be¬ 
lieve that spirit needs to be 
re-stimulated."

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Obama defends green energy push after budget cuts 


ARGONNE, Illinois (AFP) - 
US President Barack Obama 
defended green energy re¬ 
search spending yesterday, two 
weeks after budget cuts kicked 
in, warning that those reduc¬ 
tions would leave America 
trailing its global rivals. 

In a speech that sought to 
develop his plan to spend $2 
billion in the next decade on an 
energy security program, 
Obama said such an outlay 
was needed to ensure jobs and 


argued that the ongoing cuts 
could only harm the country. 

"And one of the reasons I 
was opposed to these cuts is 
because they don’t distinguish 
between wasteful programs 
and vital investments," Obama 
said at the Argonne National 
Laboratory, a science and en¬ 
gineering research center. 

"They don’t trim the fat; 
they cut into muscle and into 
bone, like research and devel¬ 
opment being done right here,"

he added, at the center located 
near Chicago. 

The budget sequester that 
began this month — because 
the White House and Congress 
failed to agree a compromise 
on spending and taxes — 
means "we’re looking at two 
years where we don’t start new 
research," Obama said. "Imag¬ 
ine what that means when 
China and Germany and Japan 
are all continuing to plump up 


their basic research and we’re 
just sitting there doing noth¬ 
ing." 

The latest impasse between 
the White House and Capitol 
Hill resulted in the imposition of 
a $85 billion austerity drive af¬ 
fecting all government depart¬ 
ments, which started on March 
1, threatening US growth. 

Obama last month called on 
Congress to do more to combat 
climate change and he plans to 


introduce further efficiency 
standards for cars and renew a 
push on the development of 
wind, solar and cleaner natural 
gas energy. His proposed re¬ 
forms face a tough ride in Con¬ 
gress, however, as Republican 
lawmakers have heavily criti¬ 
cized government spending on 
green energy programs during 
Obama’s first term, arguing 
that the outcomes did not jus¬ 
tify the cost.

Final march held 
in honor of Chavez

CARACAS (AFP) - Hundreds 
of thousands of Venezuelans 
thronged the streets of Caracas 
on Friday to bid a final 
farewell to late president Hugo 
Chavez a month before elec¬ 
tions to pick his successor. 

Friends and family of the 
man who ruled the oil-rich 
South American country for 14 
years joined high-ranking gov¬ 
ernment and army officials at 
a mass in his honor, sending 
the leftist’s remains on a last 
journey through the capital. 

His daughter Maria 
Gabriela, donning dark 
glasses, broke through the ap¬ 
plause to thank her father for 
"giving us the homeland back" 
and promised to defend his 
legacy, as Chavez’s mother 
wept incessantly. 

Also in attendance was Bo¬ 
livian President Evo Morales, 
a close Chavez ally. The pro¬ 
ceedings were led by acting 
President Nicholas Maduro. 

The casket was then loaded 
into a black hearse for the 12- 
kilometer (7.5-mile) proces¬ 


sion by foot, motorcycle, car, 
jeep and on horseback to the 
army barracks-tumed-museum 
that the former paratrooper had 
used as his headquarters dur¬ 
ing a failed 1992 coup attempt. 

Located on a hilltop, his 
"Mountain Barracks" resting 
place overlooks a sprawling 
public housing complex in the 
poor western end of the capital 
that once was a fervent Chavez 
stronghold. 

Huge crowds of supporters 
— many sporting red shirts 
bearing Chavez’s likeness — 
watched as the hearse, flanked 
by riders in ceremonial red 
military uniforms on horse¬ 
back, made its way slowly 
down the Paseo de los Pro- 
ceres, a boulevard honoring 
the country’s founders. 

What happens to his body in 
the longer term is still an open 
question, with Maduro saying 
this week it may be too late to 
embalm Chavez "like Lenin" 
and put him on permanent 
public view, as he had earlier 
suggested.

Status Aparte - How it works 


— The Dutch-devised Consti¬ 
tution of the Kingdom of The 
Netherlands, signed in 1954 
by Holland, Surinam, and 
The Netherlands Antilles, di¬ 
vided 12 of the 22 Antillean 
senate seats to the island of 
Curasao, and eight to the is¬ 
land of Aruba. 

Aruba is officially cele¬ 
brating the fact that on Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1986, it broke away 
from the political dominance 
of Curasao, and today is an 
equal third party in the Dutch 
Kingdom next to Holland and 
The Netherlands Antilles. 
This big celebration takes 
place with the official Flag 
and Anthem Day on March 
18. 

Aruba’s “Status Aparte,” 
as the secession from The 
Netherlands Antilles is popu¬ 
larly called, elevated the is¬ 
land from island territory 
status to a nation status. 

The two-level system of 
government of Aruba while it 
still was part of the Antilles 
ceased to exist. The system - 
an island government and a 
central government - will be 
in place until October 10 of 
2010 for The Netherlands 
Antilles. 

Aruba has a totally new, 
almost fully autonomous sys¬ 
tem of government. Except 
for external defense and for¬ 
eign affairs - which are taken 
care of by Holland - Aruba 


handles all its affairs by it¬ 
self 

Political Structure 

At the head of the single- 
level system of government 
of Aruba is the governor, 
who represents the Dutch 
queen on the island. 

The governor and the 
Council of Ministers form 
the government of Aruba, but 
the governor does not carry 
political responsibility, as he 
is inviolable. The political re- 
spon- sibility lies with the 
ministers. 

Government Apparatus 

Island government depart¬ 
ments as well as central gov¬ 
ernment departments of 
Aruba while it still is part of 
the Antilles, today fall under 
the jurisdiction of the Aruba 
Council of Ministers. 

Antillean central depart¬ 
ments in Aruba such as po¬ 
lice, customs, 

telecommunications have 
fallen under the control of the 
Aruba government since 
1986. 

In the cases where there 
were both island and central 
departments of the same na¬ 
ture like the island and cen¬ 
tral education department, 
the two were fused into one 
departments falling under a 
new Aruba department of 
government. 

Court of Appeals Shared 

Aruba has its own First In¬ 
stance Court of Justice. 


But the Court of Appeals 
(where the first instance rul¬ 
ings can be appealed), is a 
joint Court of Justice of the 
Antilles and Aruba. It is 
therefore called the Joint 


Court of Appeals of the An¬ 
tilles and Aruba. It had for¬ 
merly been called the Court 
of Appeals of the Antilles. 

For appeals to the 
Supreme Court, both Aruba 


and the Antilles remain de¬ 
pendent on the Dutch Court 
of Cassation in The Nether¬ 
lands.

Aruba-Antillean Relations 

One of the strict conditions 
set by the Dutch government 
before agreeing to Aruba’s 
secession from the Antilles 
constellation was that the two 
must maintain close and last¬ 
ing ties of cooperation. 

Especially, it was agreed at 
the 1983 Dutch Kingdom 
Round Table Conference 
(where Aruba’s Status Aparte 
was decided) that neither 
Aruba not the Antilles should 
compete unfairly against 
each other. 

Aruba and the Antilles 
have signed a number of bi¬ 
lateral cooperation agree¬ 
ments concerning several 
areas, including aviation and 
economic matters. 

The Dutch Kingdom 
Round Table Conference 
called for the institution of an 
Institutionalized Court, to 
mediate in conflicts that 
could arise between Aruba 
and the Antilles. 

The close and lasting co¬ 
operation of the two nations 
also calls for a Joint Council 
of Ministers, which is to meet 
regularly to discuss matters 
of mutual interest.

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Three 

feared dead 
in Florida

MIAMI (AFP) - Three people 
were feared dead Friday after a 
small plane erashed shortly 
after taking off from Fort 
Lauderdale airport in Florida, 
loeal media reported.

- On 18th March 1948, dur¬ 
ing a Netherlands-Surinam- 
Curagao conference in the 
Hague, the seeds of inde¬ 
pendence and a National Day 


for Aruba were sown by then 
Aruban leader Shon A. Eman 
who presented a petition 
signed by more than 2000

Almost thirty years later

On this date in 1996, a mon¬ 
ument was inaugurated in re¬ 
membrance of the 2,147 
people who, back in 1947 and 
1948 had signed a petition in 
favor of Status Aparte.

Tennis: DJokovic barrels into Indian 
Wells semi-finals 


NDIAN WELLS (AFP) - 
World No. 1 Novak Djokovic 
Novak Djokovic made short 
work of a lackluster Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga on Friday, book¬ 
ing his Indian Wells Masters 
semi-final spot with a 22nd 
straight victory. 

The Serbian star, who fol¬ 
lowed up his fourth Australian 
Open title in January with an 
ATP triumph in Dubai, took 
just 54 minutes to beat eighth- 
seeded Tsonga 6-3, 6-1. 

He awaits the winner of the 
day's other quarter-final be¬ 
tween world No. 3 Andy Mur¬ 
ray and seventh-seeded 
Argentinian Juan Martin del 
Potro. 


Murray is playing his first 
tournament since falling to 
Djokovic in a gritty four-set 
final at the Australian Open. 

His run in Melbourne was 
preceded by a title in Brisbane 
as the Scot built on a stellar 
2012 season that included 
Olympic singles gold in Lon¬ 
don and a US Open triumph. 

If he can make it to the final 
here, he will overtake Roger 
Federer for No. 2 in the world 
rankings, after the defending 
champion was ousted in the 
quarter-finals on Thursday by 
a resurgent Rafael Nadal. 

Whoever emerged from the 
Murray-del Potro match, how¬ 


ever, faced a daunting semi¬ 
final against Djokovic. 

Djokovic didn't drop a point 
in four service games in the 
second set against Tsonga. 

No sooner had the world's 
top player given himself triple 
match point with a pair of aces 
and the demoralized French¬ 
man casually knocked a back¬ 
hand wide. 

The Frenchman saved two 
before Djokovic claimed the 
break and virtually sealed 
Tsonga's fate. 

Tsonga served up another 
double on break point in the 
sixth game to leave Djokovic 
to serve for the match at 5-1.

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Football: Barca need to maintain aggression 
-Alba 



MADRID (AFP) - Barcelona 
must try to maintain the level 
of performance that they 
showed in dismantling AC 
Milan 4-0 for the rest of the 
season, defender Jordi Alba 
said on Friday. 

Alba rounded off a wonder¬ 
ful evening for Barca with the 
fourth goal in stoppage time as 
they overcame a 2-0 first-leg 
deficit to eliminate the Italians 
and move onto the Champions 
League quarter-finals for a 
sixth consecutive season. 

And after also suffering re¬ 
cent defeats to Real Madrid, 
the Spanish international be¬ 
lieves it was his side’s aggres¬ 
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sion that helped them regain 
their best form when they 
needed it most. 

’’Outside of the club there 
was a lot of doubt, but we were 
all calm,” he told a press con¬ 
ference on Friday. 

”We weren’t playing badly 
in these three games against 
Milan and Real Madrid but we 
just lacked the same intensity 
and aggression. The other day 
we saw the real Barcelona and 
now we have to maintain this 
level. ”We have to continue 
this level of play and aggres¬ 
sion until the end of the sea¬ 
son.” 

Alba was particularly happy 


with his goal as it guaranteed 
Barca’s passage to the last eight 
after a nervous 15-minute spell 
towards the end of the game 
when just one goal for Milan 
would have been enough to 
take them through on away 
goals. 

”It finished the game and we 
had been suffering towards the 
end. It’s true that if we had 
gone out we would look at the 
whole performance in a differ¬ 
ent way but now we can reflect 
on it with great happiness.” 

Friday’s quarter-final draw 
paired Barca with Paris Saint- 
Germain but Alba insisted that 
the Catalans’ immediate target 


had to be maintaining their 13- 
point lead at the top of the 
league, starting with Sunday’s 
visit of Rayo Vallecano. 

’’Now we have to try and 
win the league as soon as pos¬ 
sible,” he said. ”Rayo are hav¬ 
ing a magnificent season. They 
like to play with the ball and 
they are aggressive without it. 
I like the way they play.” 

Barca will be without Xavi 
as he picked up a thigh injury 
towards the end of the Milan 
game and Victor Valdes will 
serve the second of his four- 
game suspension after his ap¬ 
peal against the ban was 
dismissed on Friday.

Russians capture world pairs title 



LONDON (AFP) - Russians 
Tatiana Volosozhar and 
Maxim Trankov, twice run¬ 
ners-up at the World Figure 
Skating Championships, added 
a world title to their collection 
by winning Friday’s free skate 
final. 

A brilliant final perform¬ 
ance by the Russian duo, who 
also won the short programme, 
left challengers in the dust and 
gave Volosozhar and Trankov 
their long-sought crown after 
settling for second place each 
of the past two years. 

The Russians were expected 
to face a head-to-head match 
with the four-time and reign¬ 
ing world champions Aliona 
Savchenko and Robin 
Szolkowy. 

But a series of major errors 
on the Germans’ part left them 
an unprecedented 20 points be¬ 
hind the winners. 

Volosozhar and Trankov 
finished with combined judges’ 
scores of 225.71 points while 
Savchenko and Szolkowy 
were second overall on 205.56. 
Canada’s Meagan Duhamel 
and Eric Radford were third on 
204.56. 

The Russian duo took the 
free skate with 149.87 points 
with Savchenko and Szolkowy 
second on 132.09 and the 
Canadian duo third on 130.95. 

’’After we finished our pro¬ 
gram, I said to Maxim, ’Proba¬ 
bly we are world champions,”’ 
said Volosozhar, who is con¬ 


cluding her third season with 
Trankov. 

Volosozhar and Trankov’s 
artistically sophisticated per¬ 
formance, set to Violin Muse, 
was punctuated by flawless 
lifts, spins and throws and their 
trademark — a soaring triple 
twist. 

The only miscue came after 
Trankov tripped and fell onto 
his knees after launching 
Volosozhar into a successful 
throw triple loop. 

The judges’ decision to lift 
the German duo into second 
elicited boos from the home- 
country crowd as they over¬ 
took the Canadian couple. 

Savchenko and Szolkowy, 
who missed training time this 
season when Savchenko strug¬ 
gled with sinusitis, inched into 
second on the strength of sig¬ 
nificantly superior component 
scores. 

But they had big problems 
on the technical side, turning 
each of their three planned 
triple jumps into doubles and 
Szolkowy fell on one of them. 

In a surprise move, the Ger¬ 
mans concluded their ’’Bolero” 
routine with a rare throw-triple 
Axel which Savchenko turned 
completely but landed on two 
feet. 

’’This season was a tough 
season for us,” Szolkowy said. 
The Canadians made no major 
errors although they did run 
out of steam and slowed visi¬ 
bly in performing their final 


two elements. 

At these last worlds before 
the 2014 Sochi Winter 
Olympics, competitors look to 
stake early claims to Olympic 


podium positions and in the 
process earn their countries 
the most entries possible for 
Sochi. 

Thanks to their strong 


showings, the Canadians and 
the Russians succeeded in 
earning the maximum three 
Olympic team spots for pairs 
from their countries.
